Low Kates on Stock From California. 


The stookowners in 
the 
drouth- 


stricken valleys of California are seek- 
ing pasturage for their flocks arid herds 
in Nevada aud Utah, and it is probable 
that all the available ranges in Nevada 
will be occupied this season. The San 
Franc'sco Chronicle says: A traia of 
100 cars of sheep was moved out of the 
San Joaquin valley yesterday, and for 
the next few weeks similar trains will 
follow one another as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 
The lack of rain has dried up the 


pasturage in the whole of the Salinas 
valley and on the western side and 
upper end of the San Joaquin valley. 
In fact, a Hue drawn through Mjaterey 
due east, would have ou the north of 
it the dried up pasture lands. This 
same line continued 
through Nevada 


would have to the north of it all the 
finest pasture in that State and Utah. 


No such fine pasturage has baen en- 


joyed in Nevada and the Montana 
territory in years. There is, in fact, 
much more feed than cattle to consume 
it. Last year these pastures lay idle 
for three years ago the fearfully severe 
winter killed the cattle in thousands 
and destroyed the pasturage. Now, 
however, the lands 
have 
fully re- 


covered. 


In view of the drought in this State 


the Southern Pacific 
Company, in 


order to save the cattle, is carrying 
them from the San Joaquin and Salinas 
valleys iuto Nevada and Utah at a tri- 
fle above the actual cost of labor and 
fuel. Hetherto the rate per carload 
has been from $90 to $1:25; now it has 
been put down from $25 to $80 per car. 


There are vast tracts of laud which 


are used for nothing else but pasturage, 
as for instance the Bancho Grande, 
near Wells, 10U miles by 200 miles in 
area. The Central Pacific has tracts as 
large as 35,000 acres, and there are 
many others capable of saving from 
starvation twice as many cattle as 
there are in the two drijd-up valleys 
of this State.

A Younsr Bicycle Blder. 


Boston claims the proud distinction of 


having the youngest bicycle rider in the 
world. Master Thomas John Shepherd is 
his name, and he lives with his father 
in Boslindale, a suburb and annexed 
part of Boston proper.

Ho is exactly B feet 4 inches in height 


and wears tho sweater with tho emblem 
of the Roslindale Bicycle club. His fa- 
ther is an enthusiastic wheelman, and 
tho boy often accompanied him last sea- 
eon on his rides aboxit the country. Tho 
longest ride ho ever took was one of 25 
uu!e.i, at an eight or nino miles an hour 
pace. There is an interesting incident 
explaining how tho boy learned to ride. 
Thomas had a three wheeled velocipede 
and ho was much interested in it and 
took great pleaxorcinit. Ho socn began 
to covet a safety, and his father took off 
ono of tho rear wheels of his velocipede, 
and substituted a single wheel. He told 
his little enthusiastic eon that if he 
learned to ride that wheel he could have 
a safety. This was an easy job for tho 
little chap, and ho soon mastered the 
mystery of keeping his equilibrium on 
his now steed. Then came tho regular 
safety, which Thomas John Shepherd 
rides with pleasure and enjoyment. He 
has a medal which was presented to him 
by a party of gentlemen whom he met 
on tho road on one of his trips.

A Snow Leopard. 


Recently, and within a few days of 


each other, two valuable additions have 
been made to the collection of animals 
at the zoological gardens. Both belong 
to tho feline family, and both are leop- 
ards, btit hero the similarity ceases. The 
ono is entirely bl-^ck, with short fur 
and accustomed to tho tropical climate 
of Joliorc, iu the Malay peninsula, while 
the other is a snow leopard, with long 
fir* und thick, bushy tail. The latter is 
a native of the heights of the Himala- 
yas, and that it is a dweller in a cold cli- 
mate is fully evidenced by the length of 
its fur. The snow leopard is docile and 
good natured, so that the keeper can en- 
tor his cage with impunity. The black 
leopard, on the contrary, is ferocious. 


Although in a wild state, snow leop 


ards aro by no means uncommon in some 
parts of the Himalayas, and their skins 
aro no unknown trophy to hunters, the 


newcomer of the zoological gardens is 
tho only representative of the Felis uncia 
in captivity. His present abode is iu the 
lion house, where ho is housed because 
of the dryneas of T-~ atmosphere, which 
is more essoj^in! to his well being than 
his uativt- t-uld, for he is a martyr to 
bronchi'^.;. On tho voyage homo he be- 
came very friendly with tho cook and 
thereby contracted luxurious habits. 
With his morning meal he drinks tea 
and milk, and mutton broth is his favor- 
ite food. The ages of the two newcomers 
aro uncertain, bvit they are believed to 
be between 18 mouths and 2 years. 


Of tho two the snow leopard is by far 


the more valuabhs from the zoologist's 
point of view. He represents a totally 
distinct species, the Felis uncia, from 
which is derived "ounce," a name by 
which ho is locally known, and is as 
different from tho ordinary leopard as 
tho Persian is from the ordinary short 
haired cat.—London Graphic.

Origin of Boys' Brigades.
